Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 and 15-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It appears the 
prior art of record fails to teach and/or render obvious a computer shipping management 
system/method, inter alia, to dynamically generate and interactive simultaneous online 
display comprising a selectable interactive representation of each said carrier-specific, 
delivery-specific shipping rate with a corresponding indication of the corresponding 
carrier-specific, delivery-service specific scheduled delivery date (i.e. claim 1) and 
dynamically dimensioned to only include an interactive indicator for each delivery 
service for each shipping carrier (i.e. claim 10). The generation of a dynamically- 
dimensioned, interactive simultaneous online display comprising a selectably-interactive 
entry for each delivery service (i.e. claims 2 and 3). A computer system to generate a 
single interactive webpage display comprising a plurality of interactive delivery service 
indicators, each interactive delivery service indicator adapted for selection of a particular

delivery service offered by a particular shipping carrier (i.e. claim 8) and an interactive 
simultaneous online display (i.e. claims 15-17).
